Wasiunoton, D. C. Feb. 2. 
Uno of tho most iiiipoi-tnnt quoalioiis 
iiiulor consideration in Washington to- 
diiy is undoubtedly the fisheries question. 
I Upon it hinges in a very largo inoasure 
I tho iiiuintonanco of harmonious relations 
1 between (ireat Britain aiul the United 
I fitates, ii.s well as the welfare and pros- 
perity of the pudplcs on either side of 
tiio lino which divide.^ tho North Ameri- 
can continent into the United State.s and 
Canada, The situation really is a j^ravo 
one. Should the Conunission fail to arrive 
ul uu amicable agreement there is diin<,'er 
of the' retaliation bill being enforced, and 
siiould tho retjilialion bill be enforced 
there is no saying whither the ill-feeling 
which it will engender will lead the two 
nations in interest. If the national lu ide 
of either one or the other is aroiiHcd the 
worst is to bo feared. It is therefore nio.st 
devoutly to bo rt'ishod that nothing shoidd 
be allowed to stinid in tho way of a states- 
manlike settlement of this iiniiortaiit 
(luestiun. 

limiKlNiJ .SEA SKIZUUES, 

'i'liere seems however, to be good roa- 
st. n Id believe that while tho United 
is;e.;i-.i willailhere to its announced policy 
ill lenaiii lo tho lishoi'iea it is prepared to 
admit that tho seizures in tho Behrins; 
sea were in violation of international law. 
If this be true this will in all probability 
bo the only concession that the British 
negotiations will be able tu obtain, and it 
will doubtless be given proiiiincnco in the 
treaty as the most important result of 
liioir labors. This would be preferable to 
a iiiiaundoislaiiding ur miscarriage which 
would result in inteniational unpleasant - 
iiu.ss. 

This ses.sion of Congress promises to b«i 
one of invustigatioiu. The republicaii 
scandal hunters are already on the wnf 
path, and a resolution has been adoptcel 
111 the House of Representatives oidei ins; 
an investigation into the niaiiiigoinetit oi:' 
tlie public piinting otiitio under the diiee- 
tioii not only of Mr. Benedict but also ul' 
lii.s piodeceaaor. There has been of late a, 
giiiiil ileal of talk about the management 
(if the public printing otlice, but to the 
impartial mind there is no room for doubt 
that the Bureaif is'm ii state uf greater 
Working eliiciency than at any time dui- 
ing the past. It has been alleged that al- 
tliougli the public [iriiitiiig was gn.'atly in 
arrcara that a largo number oi discliargcs 
liavu taken jilace unnecessarily, and tliat 
honorably discharged soldiers and sailors 
have been dismissed hy Mr. Benedict in 
violation of law, Mr. iJenediot niadoa re- 
port to tho House disproving the lilloga- 
itiojis but the investigation was insisted 
upon for the purpose of making campaign 
Lhiindur for tlie jiresidential contest. 
'I'here are riiiin>is afloat that other Bu: 
reatix will be involved in the whirlwind' 
of investigation which is just now gather- 
ing force. There is no ■way of avoidmg 
tho investigation, but in each case tho 
democrats will insist upon the investiL'a- 
tion of Republicjiii methods as well, and 
all the entjuiries will consequently be ex- 
tended into the terms of office of the pru- 
deccssoi-s nf the present incumbents of of- 
lice. 

The unseating of Air. White of Indianii. 
on the ground of his not being a naturalix.- 
ed citizen of the U'nitcc States will ma- 
terially change the political complexion oc 
the House. Mr. White is a repiiblicin, 
and it is coiilidcntly aiiticipiiled that upon 
ins being unseated a (lenioer:it v.'ili bo 
elected in his pl.'ice. This would not only 
give the democrats a majority of the In- 
diana delegation, but it would al.so give 
them a majority of tho state delegations, 
and thus throw the election uf president 
into the hands of tho democrats in the 
(^vent of a failure to elect :i president by 
popular vote. The Uopiihlicans will in 
conaetiuencc light strenuously against tlio 
removal of Mr. White, and a good many 
(j[uW ntiJic* doubt whether ho will be ous- 
ted this session. He will nut be removed 
if filibustering has not becouie a lost art.

in political circles, and every other con- 
gressman seems to think it his duty to in- 
troduce a tari II' or internal revenue bill. 
The coiisuquunco of this is that the com- 
laittec on ways and meaniihavo now be- 
loi e tliom some bills by which it is pro- 
jiosed ill .some way or another lo tinkei- at 
the existing fiscal laws. Although the 
session is ho far advanced the administra- 
tion bill is not yet completed. It iu an 
open secret that the nieinbers of the com- 
mittee wimld experience no dillictilty in 
agieeiiig upon a iiieasiiru but they are 
eonsiilting tlio opinion of the other mem- 
bers of the doiiiucratic party as they wish 
to have the bill as complete as possible 
before it is presented to tho House. The 
circumstance that nearly all the bills 
which have idroady been introduced cmi- 
tahi provisions for the jn'otection of local 
interests is in itself significant of the dif- 
liculty which will bo experienced in tho 
rcHolntion of the taritf proliicm. The iin- 
pnrtanco of united democratic action on 
tiie lai'ili' cannot be too often or too seri- 
ously urged, and it is voiy generally aji- 
prohonded that the difteronce of opinion 
which at jjresent exists on this all import- 
ant subject if it grows may be fatal to 
democratie Hiicces.s next fall. Tiio repiili- 
licans aro of course conspiring to widen 
the breach, while on the other hand 
everything [lossiblo is being done by the 
democrats to restore fiscal harmony in 
their own ranks. The chief difliculty per- 
haps will be experienced in adjusting the 
tarill' on wool, and the tax on tobacco. 
But all ia well that ends well, and if there 
is ellicacy in the prayers of tho blind 
cliaiil.'uii of the House, the god of olectiona 
will this year array himself- with the 
iloiiiocratic foiccs. 

Hverythhig that pertains to the tariff is 
invested with more than ordinary inter- 
est, and .'Ul incident which occurred the 
other day in the House exemplilicd this 
faict in a striking nianiier. Mr. Breckon- 
ridgo, of Arkansas, formally reintroduc- 
ed tho Hewitt Cuatonm Administration 
bill because tho jjrintod copies of the do- 
cument had been exhausted, and addition- 
al otjpies wore required by the committee 
'on ways and means. This motion had no 
political signilicanco wlmtover, but it cre- 
ated a good deal of uxeiteniont temporari- 
ly on account of tho paniky state of Con- 
groBs in regard to tariff matters. ' 

That we are moving in the direction of 
higher otlieial salaries is manifest. From 
time to time tho salaries of high govern- 
inonk ofliuials have boon soinowhat iii- 
croaaod, but to-day a cabinet olHoer or 
head of a bureau cannot, in view of the

upon him, make both ends moot without 
tho oxeroiao of great care. Officials of this 
rank must entertain if they would move

'J'iiiiiilliy .1. Campbell of Now York re- 
gards this .salai-y as inadequate. He has 
introduced a, bill providing that the sal- 
aries of cabinet nUicers and judges of the 
Supreme Court shall be increased to $15,- 
000 a year. iVlr. Campbell championed 
the cause of theae gentlemen last session, 
but his bill -was slaiigliterod with the in- 
nocents. ItHceiu.s highly probable that 
the bill will meet with tho saino fate this 
year, liut if Mr. Cainpboll perseveres it 
will no doubt pass before the close of the 
present Congress, 

A few days ago a leading western con- 
grc8araa.ll, received a letter from one of his 
constituents containing the ap])arently 
reasonable roiiucat to introduce a bill de- 
liuing "total disability" in pension claims 
to bo total disability from all kinds of man- 
ual labor. The bill was prepared, and 
about to be introduced when it was sud- 
denly discovered that if this innocent 
looking document became a law it would 
swell tho sum annually paid in peiiaioiis 
by about 8200,000,000. Kvoiy man get- 
ting ;r8 a inonlii m iw would tlien receive 
$.'>0 a month, and every other griide would 
be ])aid iti j)ro|)citioii. It was lucky that 
the full imijort of the bill was discovered 
biiforo it was introduced because it is one 
of those deceptive propositions which 
sometimes become law before their sig- 
jiificanee is properly understood. 

Washington has been greately excited 
during the past week over the revelations 
of soiuu profeasimial grave robbers who 
have just been arretted and discliarged 
fur the want of evidence against them. 
These creatures confessed to having re- 
moved 500 bodies from what should have 
been their last resthig place during the 
jiast few years, and to liavo even killed 
one of their .iccomplices and disposed of 
bis remains in the "reguhir way." It ap- 
pears that Washington is regarded by 
many medical colleges as an einporiuni for 
what are technicidly stjded "stifls, " and 
so long as the cemeteries are unguarded 
at night grave robbing will be practiced 
in the aanio barefaeeil way that it has 
been for many year.s past in this city. 
Witli coiiimorciid union Canada would 
never want cadavers so long as there was 
railroad comniniiication with Waahingtoii.

'J'oronto at 1:45 was coming into the west 
end of the junction when a freight going 
west pulled out of the yard, Tho Toron- 
to train was coming in at a high rate uf 
speed when it met the freight going up 
the hill. The engineers evidently saw 
lliat a colliHicm must occur, for an attempt 
was iii.idu to slop tho trains, but it was 
too late. The pasaeiigor train dashed into 
the freight and the two engines were 
thrown straight up with their cowcatchers 
pointing into the air. Three freight cars 
were piled together and rolled over the 
embankment. The two engines stood 
iqion the bank. The passengers, after 
recovering from the shock, rushed 
out and saw a moat terrible 
sight. Amid llio hissing of es- 
caping steam could be heard cries 
for help. The body of one of the eiiyi- 
uoors was seen in a pile of wreck and a 
moment's search revealed the horrible fact 
that two other trainmen wore dead. 'Tlie 
bagg.'i'^oiiian on the Toronto tndn was 
badly hurt. The passengers escaped, not 
one of them being badly hurt. A broken 
ankle and some slight injuries are report- 
ed. The members of Moslem Temple of 
tho Master Masons had two special cars on 
the train. They all escaped uninjured and 
heljicd in tha work of getting out the dead 
.iiid attending to the iii jufcd. Trains will 
be run on the N. itN.W. railway from 
lUirlington to Hamilton. The killed are 
Kobert Archibald, hronian of tho Toronto 
express, and Tlios,- l^oden, baggageman of 
the express. Archibald and Puden are 
both Hamilton meirand both were mar- 
ried. .\rchibald is a son of llobt. Archi- 
bald, loenmotive .superintendent of the 
iraiid rriink railw.ay shops. The injured 
.■ire Kobt. I'eacock, brakeiiian uii the 
I'reight train, very seriously injured about 
the head; lioberl. Hutchinson, driver of 
the oxjjresa, seriously injured about the 
bead. The cause of the accident to-day 
was the freight trahi leaving against 
orders before the arrival of the Toronto 
express.

Particulars Concerning the Passing 
of Bogrus Bank Bills by 
Howard. 



Escape and Capture of a Chinese Prisoner at 
CIlDtoB-SlnKolar Action of a Local 
Magistrate, 



A late arrival from Lillooet says that 
it is stated on good authority that the 
man .John Howard, arrested at Aslicroft 
a short time ago for issuing forged notes 
of the Consolidated Bank, had actually 
circulated nearly §6,000 of the bogus cur- 
rency. He purchased 103 head of cattle 
from S. Brown of tho Empire ranch, 
Chilcotin; and also 55 head from G. Isi- 
dore, of Dog Creek, all of which he paid 
for in -SIO notes of the Consolidated bank. 
It aceins that about twelve years ago a 
large number of notes of this denomina- 
tion were stolen from the bank previous 
to being issued, hence the signatures 
on the notes have been forged and 
since this robbery the bank has never is- 
sued any of the denomination named, How- 
ard had shipped about half of the cattle 
to Vancouver without anything unpleasant 
lia])pbiiin!/, but on his return for the bal- 
ance of his purchase he ■was arrested at 
the instance of an Indian on whmn he 
had passed one of the notes. Further in- 
quiry levealed the fact that whites, Chi- 
nese and Indians indiscriminately had 
been swindled by this sharper. Howard 
was taken before a local magistrate and 
committed for trial on Saturday next. 

Last week a Chinaman confined m Clin- 
ton gaol on a charge of murder and arson, 
scaled the wall and escaped to the moun- 
tains. An Indian undertook' to track 
him and finally caught him and brought 
him biick after a chase of twenty miles in 
the Big Bar Mountains. 

T. C, Clarke, of Pavilion, was sum- 
moned boforo Capt. Martley and con- 
demned to nine days' imprisonment with- 
out bail on a. charge of contempt of court 
in nut puttwg in an appearance as or- 
dered, 'This arose out of a case in which 
an Indian (falsely, it is said,) charged 
Clarke with stealing a horse. A gumuiona 
waa issued and sent to Clarke's houso by 
an Indian, but Clarke was absent at Ash- 
croft at the time, Clarke's ■«-ifo on his 
return overlooked the matter and Clarke 
knew nothuig of the aflair until he was 
arrested and, as stated, thrown into pri- 
son and bail refused.

STOLEN BONDS RETURNED. 

Tho Kcelstorcd Bouds rjtoloii by Frank C. 
UcNealty Hecovered and Returned to tho 
Saco Bank by His Brother Harry,

Saco (Me.), Feb. 15.— The end of the 
Saco bank robbery sensation was arrived 
at yesterday moriuing. The institution 
has reoovorod every dollar of the §205,000 
worth of registered bonds stolen by Frank 
0. McNeally last August. Yesterday 
inorning the trustees held a meeting and 
drew up the following oflicial statement: 
"A registered package posted in Liver- 
pool on Feb, 3rd, directed to Goodall, 
the Saco and Biddeford savings institution, 
was received at the Saco postofiice on the 
14th inst. Upon being ojjened at a meet- 
ing of the trustees to-day it was found to 
contain thirty-seven United States regis- 
tered four per cent, bonds amounting to 
§185,000, together with negotiable bonds 
amounting to 880,000 with all their cou- 
pons attached, whioh wero stolen from the 
Saco and Biddeford savings bank by 
Frank 0. McNeally, Tho bonds wero re- 
covered by Harry McNeally, his brother, 
who thereupon arranged with Messrs. 
Brown, Shipley & Co,, of London and 
Livorpool, for their safe delivery at Saco 
by registered post," The return of the 
bonds is accompanied with no conditions 
whatever. Harry is unquestionably' en-, 
titled to the reward offered and hail earned 
the gratitude of the institution and its de- 
positors by his efforts to secure them. All 
nis expenses in these efforts were paid 
from hiB own savings and darnings.

Throughout the 
many meetings of tho conference 
during the three months it has lasted,

'flipper. Ill the sessions before the holi- 
day adjournment 01iainberlr.in delivered 
legal shots prepared by Sir Charles Tup- 
per, but ill the late ineotings Chamberlain, 
like Minister M'est, largely confined him- 
self to casting ballots, 

"1 am really very glad at the outcome of 
our protracted visit here," said Sir Chat-les 
Tupper to-day to a representative of the 
United Press Association. "It means 
the end of all fishery disputes 
and the American people will 
be satisfied, I am assured, 
when the treaty will have been read by 
them. Your distinguished secretary of 
stiite will be commended on all sides. 
Lady T upper aud I will leave Washington 
to-morrow afternoon for New York and 
go hence to Ottawa." 

The Canadian Minister of Jus- 
tice was next seen. " 1 am sinil- 
hig broadly for the first time in three 
months," ho said. "We are all much 
pleased with each other and each side be- 
lieves that it has just what is wantetl 
in the trtJaty, I leave to-night for 
Ottawa with pleasant memories of 
the hospitality of this hancbome city."

THK WASHINGTON TRIUTY. 



From time to time while tho Fi-shuriea 
Coinmisaion has boon in seesioii various 
reports wero circulated as to the doings ol 
the commissioners. These neiirly all pro- 
phesied that an agreement was impossible 
and that even if an arrangement was had 
it would be unsatisfactory to CHiiada. 
We warned the public at the time against 
placing any faith in these rumors, wliicli, 
by tho way, wero roiuiblished freely in a 
local shoot. We felt that thoy wero boinu' 
circulated by tlio.so who were only toi 
an.xious tiiat the negotiations sluuild fall 
through, and exjiressed tiio belief that 
Joseph Chamborliiin, and more especially 
Sir Charles Tupper, would nevor be 
parties to any treaty which was cal 
culated to give the United States 
an undue advantage over Canada 
That we were right the telegrams 
disclose. A treaty has been signed on a 
basis sjitisfactory to both parties and its 
provisions will soon be made jiublic. 
Meantime we are iiifonned that upon tlie 
opening of Parliament on Thurtday next 
tlie treaty will be laid before the House 
and as soon as it reaches England it will 
be placed bef<iro tho Comliions. . It is 
further said that our Commissioners 
• "have agreed to give American vessels 
trading privileges, only asking in return 
that they shall pay a lieenso for the priv- 
ilege. This license to be a tonnage tax^ 
which is to bo abolished whenever 
Canadian fish are tidmitted free into the 
United States. To this extent only does 
Commercial Reciprocity ligure in 
the settlement." This may be mere 
conjecture, and until the full 
text of the treaty is known comment i.s 
'unnecessary. Tiiore is little doubt that 
the Behring's Sea scinures did not occupy 
the attention of the Commisaion to any 
considerable extent. Secretary Bayard 
has already acknowledged the illegality of 
the United States authorities' action 
and there only now remain* tho question 
of damages. A ticklish matter has been 
amicably settled, and two friendly neigli- 
bfjrs shalie iiands over what looked to bo 
n wide gidf. .Sir Charles Tuppor letiirns 
to Ottawa with added lustre and has eon 
clusively proved his wide statesmanship 
and liis ability to cope with tho best diplo- 
mats of the Southern Republic. 

THE LEGAL PROFESSIONS ACT. 

Mr. fliggins' bill tu amend "The Legal 
Professions Act, 1884," was laid before 
the house in printed form yesterday. It 
provides for the admission to practice in 
the courts of the province of barristers 
and solicitors who have been duly called 
and admitted to practice as such in any 
of Her Majesty's courts in England or 
Ireland, or in any of tho superior courts 
in any of Her Majesty's colonies or prov- 
inces of Canada wiiorein tho common lau' 
is the law of the land, "])rovidcd 
tho inn of court, law society or other au- 
tliority having power to call or admit, by 
which such poison was called or admitted 
as aforesaid, extends tho same privilege 
to barristers and. solicitors from Britiuii 
Ooluinbia; or provided such person sliall 
have resided in this province for twolvo 
months in all previously to his call or ad- 
mission, and shall before the commence- 
ment of sucli twelve months have entered 
his name on the books of the society; but 
no jieraon shall bo culled or admitted un- 
der the autliority of thi.i section unless he 
shall have passed satisfactorily, before 
tlio benchers or sonie persons to bo ap- 
pointed by thorn, an oxamination con- 
cerning his knowledge of the statute law 
of Canada and of this province, and of 
tho practice ef tho courts of this province, 
and shall have produced a cortiticato 
from a judge of a superior court 
«f the country in which he was called to 
tho bar, to the effect thtit tho applicant 
was called to tho bar or admitted to pnic- 
tieo as such barrister or solicitor in euch 
court and that ho is in good standing and 
repute; nor unless ho sliall havo paid to 
tho society tho foes required by section 35 
of this act in respect of ii person called 
undoi' this section, and shall havo i;ivoii, 
previous to his call, two months' notice 
in the British Columbia Ocuiette and in one 
newspaper published in tho province of 
his intention to apply for call to the bar." 
lb will be seen from the foregoing that 
unless tho inn of court, law society or 
other authority by which tho applicant 
was called or admitted to practice extend* 
tho Hanie right (that is, to [iraetieo after 
giving two mouths' notice of intention 



hereof) tho applicant will be compelled to 
give twolvo months' notice before admis- 
sion. A similar rule exists in Ontario, 
riie bill further guards against tho admis- 
sion of improper persons by requiring 
applicants to furnish a ceitilicate of good 
character from a judge of the superior 
court of tho country whore he was ad- 
mitted to practice. Tho present act 
requires twelve montiis' continuous rcsi 
denco by a person who wishes to be 
admitted to practice as a barrister or 
solicitor. 



DE. McGLYNN'S PALL. 

Since Dr McGlynn loft the sanctuary 
for tho platform his 1ms been an ig- 
noble career. As the priost of tho poor 
in his beaiitiftil eliurch, when he had not 
yet become ambitious, ore he pomps and 
vanities of the world had weaned him 
away from the Civro of souls, no ligure was 
inore RrpmineOt?;no^l^tg3^^ was more 
bolovoSf^ln^|[colesiMtlcal'''m in New 
York than the learned and pious rector 
of St. Stephen's. His fall has been 
rapid one, and in his decline one cannot 
but feel a tinge of regret tliat in his old 
ago he should leave the altur for tho 
hustings, and the conipanionsbip of his 
brothers in religion for that of ward poll 
liciana and 'rounders. His break with 
Henry (ieorge, who, to him was at one 
time tho essence of beauty and light, 
seems to. be complete, while his erratic 
conduct is fast leading to the belief that 
his mind is not just as vigorous as it onco 
was. A recent New York special says ; 

"All is not harmony between Henry 
iioorgo and tho united labor party. In 
fact, it is boldly stated by members of the 
Ijarty that Mr. C4eorgo has retired from 
its ranks, and the organization which has 
twice honored him with the highest nom- 
ination in its gift will know him no 
more. Ever since Mr. Goorgo stated that 
he did not think that tho united labor 
party should nominate a presidential can- 
didate tliere iiave been grumblings all 
alcjiig tlie line, and at the recent meeting 
of the King's County general committee 
.Mr. (ieorge was openly attacked by men 
whii iiave been his warm personal frieiula. 
.Vmoiig them was (Jaybert Barnes, secre- 
tary of the land and labor central coin- 
iiiittee and a member of the state c^cecu- 
ti\ o coiiiinitteo of the united labor party. 
At this meeting resolutions un'ioniplimon- 
t.iry to Mr. (lecu-ge wore adopted, and 
uuittors were lively to-day. Mr. Barnes 
declared that Mr. (Joorge some time ago 
had said to liiiii in the proaence of Mr. 
Mc.Mackin and otliers tliat he would not 
siqqiort aji indopondent candidate for 
president nominated' on the- Syracuse 
platform. John McMackin said that Mr. 
(Jeorgo could not take a corpor.al's guard 
away from the united labor party, and 
that tlic party was not tlie personal 
property of any one. He thought 
that the party would be bene- 
fited, for, with the tariff (jucstioii 
one lido, the party could unite with tlie 
union labor iiarty in the Wost and nomi- 
nate a national ticket. When the next 
meeting of the county general committee 
takes place in March, it is rumored that 
several delegates will go for Mr. (Jeorge's 
.scalp. At a meeting of tho Anti-Poverty 
.Society in Pythagoras Hall to-night. Dr. 
.McGlynn said that the labor party, which 
tho society represented, would nominate 
a presidential and a vice-presidential can- 
didate; tliat they would not sulFer them- 
selves to be side-tracked by any wretched 
tariff-tinkering issue, nor would they al- 
lovt themselves to bo made it little bit of 
a tail to a democratic kite. So far as 
electing Cleveland went, they would not 
wear cnipo on their hats if the brutal and 
corrujit machine by which it ' was sought 
to re-elect him should be smashed. He 
regretted to say that several writers in 
George's paper had tried to side-track the 
labor party, but they had failed miser- 
ably, and it was therefore untrue to say 
that tho united labor party was divided. 
A paper had declared that Henry George 
would not accept the nomination. Well, 
there was plenty of other good material to 
nominate from. "Were Henry George 
even to give up the idea of supporting 
Uievelaiid, 'lie would, on re-entering our 
ranks,' concluded Dr. McGlynn, 'have to 
be content with a much humbler position 
than heretofore. 1 for one do not want 
him, as [ believe he has rather hurt than 
helped us. ' " 

Evil has fallen upon tho Anti-Poverty 
Society. The mombers are Jightiiig like 
Kilkenny cats, and t) disruption of the 
organizivtiou seems imminent. We read 
ill a New York dispatch of Tuesday last: 

"The Anti-Poverty Society has struck 
on a rock. At a mooting of the executive 
committee lust night Dr. l^IcGlynn, as 
president of the society, annimnced that 
he had appointed ten now members of tlie 
committee. This was charged as an at- 
tempt to pack the committee in his favor 
in order to stavo off possible censure of 
liiiiiself for his recent criticism of Henry 
George. .\ row ensued and the factions 
.separated. Each then reorganized and 
read the other faction out of the society." 

Dr. McGlynn is in bad company. We 
wonder whether he does not in his calmer 
tiioments feel soriy at heart for his ill- 
advised and un-Christi.'in course. 

E1)IT0R1.\L COM .MENTS. 

Till-; house adjourned yesterday aftor- 
iioon until Monday as Mr. Humphreys 
was not ready to go on with his "high 
treason" resolution. 

Oiiii Washington correspondent's oom- 
meiits on the Fisheries' Commission, will 
prove interesting, even though since 
writing us, an amicable arrangement has 

been reached. 

Till; now government of Now Zealand 
has carried a measure of retrenchment, 
reducing the salary of tho (Jovornoi after 
the expiry of tho present term from 
£7,500 to £6,000, and tho salaries of min- 
isters from £1,250 to £800. . In like man- 
ner the indemnity of members of the 
House of Reprcseiitativoa is reduceil from 
200 guineas to ti.'iO, and of members of 
tho Upper Houao to £100. Tho Liberal 
members havo agreed to a further reform, 
under which tho mcnibors of tho Execu- 
tive will be elected by the House of Rep- 
resGntativoR as follows; — 

Upon tho mooting of a new p^irliainent. 
the momboiB shall proceed to tlie election 
of six mombers of Executive; each candi- 
date must bo nominated by twenty mom- 
bers; tho six receiving tho highest num- 
ber of votes to bo elected. These six to 
elect two colleagues to act as members 
with thorn of an ISxecutive Council. Tho 
eight to continue in ofMce for the dura- 
tion of parliament. 

In these words of hope (with a paren- 
thesis of deserved reproach), Mr. Ed- 
mund Collins concludes Ids lecture on 
"Tho Future ol Canada," road before thu 
Canadian Club of Now York, and forminir 
the tirst in tho series of "Canadian 



Leaves," a series of now piipr i's just issued 
by the club. "Later on I imagine that I 
see a people— intelligent, thrifty and woll- 
ordoied — who, with roll of drum and the 
joyous waving of Hags, celebrate the cen- 
tennial anniversary of the birth of Can- 
ada; and I hear statesmen alluding to this 
nineteonth year of the confedoKation, as 
one which saw unworthy men strive to 
sever the ties of the sisterhood. Later on 
still, it seems as if 1 heard thom relate 
with pride that in spite of those men's 
treasons, the loyalty and faith of the peo- 
ple remained unshaken; that thoy went 
on adding and building, striving and 
achieving, until they crowned their work 
with a nationhood that in the eyes of civ- 
ilized mankind stood second to none in 
prosperity, intellifirence and general con- 
tentment. " 

The Conservative demonstration in tho 
city of Quebec on tho evening of the Oth 
hist., for the inauguration of the .lunior 
Conservative club was tho greatest success 
since oonfedei^tioni ; !' . The Academy of 
Music was packed >to the doors, and tho 
Hon. Messrs. ' Langevin and Caron were 
received with an ovation. In reply to an 
address of welcome, Sir Hector Langevin 
delivered one of his calm, deliberate 
speochea, touching on all important topics 
of tho day. .Speaking of tho prosjiocta of 
Quebec, ho urged merchants to bo up and 
doing, to secure the vast trade of tho 
Northwest, and pointed to the example of 
Montreal as reasons whj' Quebec should 
bestir herself. On tho question of the 
.Vtlantic .mail-subsidy and the proposed 
bridge over the St. Lawrence he 
was very ' non-committal, _ but again 
urged Quebecera to put their hands 
in their pockets and show a spirit of enter- 
prise worthy of thoir iP'.tural position. 
Ho roundly condemned the attempts of 
tho provincial conference to tinker the 
basis of Confederation, which was de- 
clared a work of so much advantage to all 
the provinces, especially to Quebec. 
He declared the commercial union iiiovo- 
meiit W.1S only annexation disguised, and 
expressed a hope and belief that the fish- 
ery commission would come to an ami- 
cable settlement. Sir A. P. Caron fol- 
lowed in a characteristic rattling speech, 
in which he advocated the construction of 
a bridge and the extension of the mail 
subsidy. His pri.'icipal utterance, how- 
over, was a declaration in favor of the 
enlurgeinont of canals from the lakes to 
the sea and so secure a reduction of ten 
cents on tho-. cost of carrying of wheat 
from Port Arthur.

THE POET WHITTIER. 

\ Merited Trlbat« to Ui* Nobility of C;iin r. 
■oter M B Man. 

The whole country and the whnlV 
English reading -world united in tlu'!r 
tribute of honor and esteem to the ! 
'iiiiil^or poet, John G. Whittier, on 1; - 
(.'igliticth birthday, Whittior ia ul ■ 
nmn whose work is done. All llie ni.- 
tagonisms of his prime are long sine, 
forgotten, and all tlie iisperllics of h - 
Oiirly woric have long since lost lin i; 
bitterness, and now, in tlie l)i,'iii;i i 
poiico of his old age, he. sits as it wci ■ 
in the warm chimney cdrner of a Js'a- 
tiou's regard, the most veiiorated 
ligiiro, perhaps, in the whole land. iU: 
VVliittier has no family of his own, but 
now, in his old age, that iniloscribablo 
fiu'ling of family rogard goes out ir- 
resistibly towanl him fi-om a wbulc 
people. Ho holds the pleasant place nf 
gfaM'[)a in the Natiim's iie.-irl. 

This wi(te-si)ri"n(l feeling of regard 
for Mr. U'lilttier is not due entirely lo 
tile faet. that he is a poet ,iMil the pos- 
sessDi- of a great jitei'ary renou ii. It 
is diK', in a large degree, to the eon- 
vielion, which his wliide life has serveil 
to slreiigtlien, that he is a good man — 
ii plain, genuine man of homely vir- 
tues, a man who, to the best light 
within liini, has dono right. Tiiere 
have been greater poets and broader 
lilinkers than Wbiitier wlio iiave been 
lessin' men thivn he,, Th(>re have been 
mc'ii in this country of greater origin- 
ality, of ki'(Mier wit. of greater lilerai'v 
aecoinplislinien I ; bill there b;ive been 
few wliose charaeli'i's iiavu iwuti biiill 
upon a lirnier roi-k-bottom basis of. 
sturdy wortli than his. 

'riieii, again, Wliittior possessR.s that 
iiuMitalde atlribuie of great minds — 
modesly. Tberc is sonietliing abont 
true greatness that is always; self-dis- 
trustful; and i-'Ci-haps the surest evi- 
dence of greatness in a man in his own 
unconseiousnesis ot the fact. Wliittier 
])ossosses this niiconseioiisncss in a re- 
iinirUable degree; and for this reason 
the worlil is the more willing to accord 
him that meed of lioiiorlbat is, b\- him- 
self, unclaimed. 

lie has often been ealloil "a man of 
the people." There is nothing weak 
and literary aboni him. The learned 
aft'eelatioiis, tho sidf-conscious vanity, 
the spirit of caste and coterie that de- 
ffU'iu the characters of so niany literam' 
jieople seem to lie oiilirely nnknowi; to 
)Vbitlier. The learned pf)lysyllabieal 
iligiiity with whieli so many eminent 
authors invest fhoni.selves, never freezo-s 
the trembling visitor at Wliitticr's 
lioineliko borne, lie is as plain as a 
fanner, and makes all men his neigli- 
bor.s. This is tlie style of man who en- 
di^ars himself to llioiightful, siurvly 
men. lie has followed ('liarles Dick- 
ens" advice to boys iiiiicii laiyoiid the 
period of Ills boyhood, and iian "jnst 
done all the good ht; can and n»)t made 
any fuss .abont it.'' 

It is not necessary here to sjierik of 
Widllier's poeliy. His best poi-ms are 
kaown by heart to the lovers of Ameri- 
can song. His Work- will be critically 
ili vseetoil and (liscnssi'd by learned lit- 
er.iiy si>eeialists for many gciii'rations. 
I'.ul the poet's contimiporariivs do bini 
liesi service ill testifying to his 110- 
Jiilii V of character as a man. — i'mikee

SEAL ROOKERIES. 



the blsuda of St. Oeorse ami St. 
PkuI Were Xlmt Oliicovi'rrd. 

Tlie groat seal rookeries of Alaska, 
which are now so carefully guarded b} 
our OJovernment, remainecl iiiuliseov- 
ored some time after Russians tirst 
landed there. Siberian merchaiii- 
oagerly developed the fur trade, I'lii 
the failure to extend their field of <ipera- 
tions seriously checked their spirit ol 
enterprise, and for a time only one 
small vessel was dispatched to the 
Aleutian Islands annually. Not till 
1786 were tho Fur Seal Islands discov- 
ered, and the tinding of this breeding 
place was of the highest importance. 
The Russian hunters who lirst visitctl 
tho Fox Islands soon began to surmise 
the existence of some islands in tlie 
north by seeing the aniinal migration 
of the fur-seals through tlu! pas>es Ik?- 
Iween certain of the isliiiid.s. The seals 
went northeast in tho spring and south- 
ward in tho autumn acconiiianied by 
their yonr.g. Tliis surmise was 
strengthein d by an Aleut iraditioii 
that a young cliief of Uiiiiiiok had 
once been east away on a group of 
islands in the north, which thov called 
Aiuik. After a slioil stay lie w.as 
guided back by the high iK^aks of bis 
native place. He reported seals lhi>r(? 
in fabulous numbers, bnt while furs 
remained abundant> on the groups 
alreadj' known no native eared to ex- 
pose himself in his frail boat to seek 
new lands; but the rapid depiction of 
the hunting grounds after 1771 led to 
a search for Amik. Yet, while it 
within two days' sail fnnn the soul hern 
islands, the hmne of llie fiir seal was 
liMig bidden from the fnr-luinters by a 
friendly mist. In 178(1 this scarclv was 
joined ill Ijy (lerassiiii Pribylof. who 
bad been hiiiitiiig and trading 
among llii' .M.isk;iii islands for some li\ e 
years wilb lililc ]iro!it. Sailing in 
Soiilb ( Icoi-gia lie cruised for over tlirei^ 
\veehs around the Amik griuip without 
disc<iveriiig llicin, although he was re- 
|)orteil a skillful navigator. But he 
constanlly foiiinl niimistakabli^ evi- 
iciice of llie close pro\iniily of land. 
At last in the lirsi diys of ,Jinie fate 
favored the persisttifit navigator; the 
mantle of fog w.as lifted and before 
liini looineil Ihe high co.asi iif llie easl- 
ern end of llie iiio-l -onlliern island. 
The discovery was n.ame(l Si. (jeoigc, 
lifter Pribylof's vessel. As ho found 
Ii" .'inchorago ho ordered all the hunt- 
ers to land, and snp|il\ iiig tliciiis(d\ c.^ 
uilli provision^ for Ihe wiiiler he stood 
away for the Alcniiaii islands to spread 
siicli reports as would keopothers from 
following in his path. 

TIk! shonjs of St. (Jeorgc liter.illy 
swarmed with sea otter, wliieli bad 
never before been disturla^d by hnmaii 
lieiiigs, iind coidd be killcdovitli tlii^ 
greatest case. Large liiimbers of wal- 
rus were secured ujioii the ice and upon 
the adjacent small islands. An-lic 
foxes could be caught by band. Willi 
I he iipproacli of summer fur seals 
made Ibcir aiiiieararicc 1)\' llioiisaiids. 

.V ye.ir after St. George was discov- 
ered an unusuallj' clear atmosiihere 
eiKibhHl the Russians to sec the islaiul 
of SI. Paul for the lirst linic. It was 
(billy miles away, and as the sea w:i>: 
smooth a native boat was sent at once 
\n examine the new discovery. The 
explin-ing jiarty landed upon Ibis isl.ind 
Die same clay and named it after the 
saints of tho day, St. Peter and SI. 
Paul. But in popular usage the lirst 
half of the name was soon lost and it 
came to bo known as St. Paul. -^/"rowi

NEW TORPEDO BOAT. 



II inv (M.nrral neriian I'r<iiio><pi) to III 
tlie UlgBegt Meii-or-Wur. 

'i'iiero has been on exhibition in this 
city, a model for a new toriicdo boat, 
I be invention of General Berdaii, wliicli 
il is claimed will very elVectivcly iilow 
out of existence the largest ironclad 
atloat. Contracts have bciMi madi' 
with the chief European jxiwers lor 
the use of this boat, and General Ber- 
ilan says that it has been practically 
accepted by the United States Govcu'ii- 
niont. A stock company with a capi- 
tal of one million dollars lias been 
I'ormeil in this country for the mann- 
factiire of this class of boiils. 

(Jeneral Berdan said, in convers.itioii 
with a reporter: "There alw.iys lias 
been a great number of dillicnllies in 
the way of the successful working of a 
torpedo boat. The netting having put 
an ell'cotual stop to the attack of tor- 
pedoes, it was necessary lo Iind some 
way of circumventing it. It is a well- 
known fact that in order to disable a 
vessel it is necessary to attack her from 
Indow. A torpedo put againsi her side 
would inily injure one of her comp.ii t- 
meiits, and she might getaway. .Sliool- 
ing a "torpedo at a vessel would lu^ a 
good deal like throwing a knife al a 
man across the street, wilb more 
chances of missing than liilliiig biin 
in a vital part. The problem to be 
solved was how to go u)i to tin? vessel, 
place a torpedo under her bottom, ami 
destroy her completelv. This 1 baVe 
solved. 

"A heavily armored ram, of liigli 
-lieed, a double-ender, is used. Tlie 
spur of the ram is only six feet loiiir. 
and the method adopted fm- ils proiec- 
tioii is something quite new in the con- 
struction of war-ship.s. A ram is 
ett'eetive only with a direct blow; a 
glancing blow will bend or break 
the spur and render the boal use- 
less. To s.'ive the si)lir 1 lia\'e ado|)led 
llie ordinary ferry-boat deck ; the glanc- 
ing blow- will be against this .■iiid the 
spnr will be saved. The gre.al stabili- 
ty of this deck will eiiahle the boat to 
stand a great shock without danger to 
il. UnderniMitli this dei-k there are 
tour screws for the propulsion of ilie 
boat, two on each side. These are 
•onnected with shafts so tluit they can 
be run in opposite directions and the 
bo;it can be inriied on li-r own cenUu' 
In order that she may not be obliged t( 
fttinck small boats that may attack hcri 
another and smaller boat of tho same 
design will go witli her to protect her. 

•■ The torjiedo is attached to a long 
III Hi. which, w hen not in actual use, is 
rnn up againsi her side, under the 
biillerdeck. The boat is sent directly 
against the luienij', and as soon as she 
strikes this arm is swung down under 
tlie ludting hung out around tho ship, 
and the l()rp(!do exploded against the 
bottom of the v(!ssid. Oik! torpedo will 
he quite siitriciont to destroj' any war 
ship. The arm is run by a shaft which 
drives it against the bottom of a vessel 
at a speed of. thirty feet jier second. 
The force <if a re\()lving shaft contin- 
ues the pressure and the cartridge is 
exploded. After the explosion the tor- 
pedo shaft oan back out, the arm can 
bo sent back into its place and another 
torpedo attached, and she is ready for 
another attack. There is one of these 
arms on oacli side of tho boat, so that 
bolhorcithnr oan be used according 
to the nood. I expeot before lonfr to

Mr. P.ole, in moving the second rend- 
ing of this l)ill, said there were a great 
many ditliculties eiicoun'oered in bhe car- 
rying Gub of bho acb. It left too much 
power in the hands of the police magis - 
trates, who assumed tho functions of a 
judge under the act, and it was open to 
considerable abuse. Instead of loading to 
cheaper, it bad led to more expensive 
legislation. In the city of Vancouver a 
state of things existed which was a dis- 
grace to any civili'*id community, whore 
the counsel and magisti-ate were equally 
interested, and wore thus enabled to run 
up large costs. Summonses had been is- 
sued in Vancouver retnrnabli; in three 01 
four hours. The policj or stiiiendiaiy 
magistrate had power to issue garnishee 
.irders from which there was no appeal. 
There was another serious feature in the 
small debts act; k debtor could coUuse 
with some of his crediboi's, and while a 
creditor' was suing in the ordinary course 
of the county conn, iiiiglit defeat bis end 
by aiijilyiiig to a police magistrate imder 
the small debts act. Ilo had made many 
enquiries and found public opinion in 
New Weatniiiiflber and Vancouver against 
the continuance of tlio acb. A solicitor 
who was police magiatrato could act hutli 
as attorney and judge in the matter of re- 
covering a debt, and he iMnisidered th.il 
this state of atl'airs was ono thab should 
bo removed. 

Hon. Mr. Duiisiuuir said in his district 
tho small debts act waa thought a good 
measure. Of course they had no coiiiily 
court in Nanaimo. 

Air. Iliggiiia understood that llio hill 
was (U'iginally passed at tlu; ro(iiiosl. of the 
board of tratle, bub the city police iiiagis- 
trate had refiiBod to sit on small dolils 
cases. He thought further con.sidoial inn 
should bo hud before the second rea'diiig 
was moved. 

Hon. Mr. Rolison said the act was 
good in itself and if some aluisus Imd 
crept in, it did not follow thiit the ;ict wa.s 
ab fault. Thoy were just on the friiigo of 
tho county court system, when all such 
matters would be handed over to tlioir 
jurisdiction. 

Mr. Bole said with tho pormission of 
house, ho would lot tho second reading 
stand over until 'i'uesday next, by which 
time he weiild have iiiado further oiiqiiir- 
ies. He might then bring in some aiiieiid- 
mcnts to jirovide against the present 
abuses, and probably act on the sugges- 
tions of bho provincial secretary, and lob 
bho acb remain for another year, when the 
county court sysbem would be inaugu- 
rated.
